After this motion was passed, sone 
discussion arose concerning payments te 
be made to Mr. Parkes. Mr. Powell mov- 
ed that Mr. Parkes be allowed three week 
terminal leave plus 90 days pay in lieu 
of the six month notice of terminatien 
of contract. Ae Mr. Billings will re- 
turn to his duties on Monday, this 
meant that Mr. Parkes’ duties as Secre- 
tary Maneger of the Town of St. Albert 
cease at 5:30 p.m. on Friday, August 
10th. The motion by Mr. Powell was 
accepted unanimously, with the conment 
by Mr. DeBruijn that this constituted 
negotiation by mutual consent, Mr. Park- 
26 having indicated that the proposed 
settlement was agreeable to him, 

Some discussion took place as te 
‘the next steps to be taken, and amend~ 
ments were proposed to Mr. DeBruijn's 
motion at the last meeting. As amended 
the motion which was passed by Council 
was "That we take necessary steps to 
secure a Secretary-Manager as soon as 
possible. which was carried unanimously 

‘An audit of the Town's books was 
authorized, as this was naturally re- 
quired with a change of the administre~ 
tive head. 

The form of temporary government 
luntil the new Secretary-Manager could 
be secured was then discussed and Dr. 
Stewart moved that a temporary manageria 
advisory committee be formed comprising 
three elected representatives, one of 
lwhom shall be the Mayor, and that this 
Committee be charged with the respon 
ibility of continuing the Town adminis. 
tration in conformity with the manager- 
ial system of government on a temporary 
basis until souch time as a town monager 
is appointed. This committee would aut- 
Jomatically have the authority to call 
lupon various technical experts available 
to the town to sit with them as and when 
called upon. ried unanimously.
